Young  poets 
give  public 
readings 

On  December"  22nd,  1974, 
three  Selwyn  House  students 
(F.  Baker,  J.  Flemming  and 
M.  Gabriel),  along  with  17 
other  young,  aspiring  poets, 
read  selections  of  their  own 
work  at  the  Vehicule  Art 
Gallery. 

Frank  Baker's  selection  of 
eight  poems  was  a  very  well- 
crafted  scries  which  explored 
his  relationship  to  his  envi- 
ronment.
